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ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To Woodstock School Board: 


This, my third annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools, presents to you and through you to 
the people of Woodstock, information and suggestions 
about our schools. Should anyone desire information 
not found in this report, it will be a pleasure to answer 
any and all individual questions that may be raised. 


In September of 1944, all pupils in Grades 7 and 
8 at the Woodstock Center School were transferred to 
North Woodstock. This change made it possible for 
one teacher having six grades to carry on the work 
at Woodstock, instead of having two teachers, as for-. 
merly. Further school re-organization was accom- 
plished in September, 1945, when Grades 7 and 8 were 
made a part of the high school. Four of the advant- 
ages of this plan will now be discussed. 


We have a better distribution of grades among 
teachers. Each teacher downstairs now has two 
grades only. This means that more effective work 
can be done and that pupils can be given a more thor- 
ough foundation for later grade work. Furthermore, 
it has eliminated the condition of over-crowding which 
had for sometime existed in the Grammar room when 
Grades 6, 7 and 8 were combined under one teacher. At 
no time since I have been observing your schools was 
there sufficient work in the High School to occupy the 
full time of three teachers, but there was more than 
two should be asked to do. We now have an organiza- 
tion that gives a full teaching schedule to each of the 
three high school teachers. 


A second desirable feature of the present plan is 
that upper grade pupils are now brought into direct 
contact with the Headmaster. Masculine influence in 
dealing with pupils of this age is always desirable. 


A third advantage will undoubtedly be realized 
when we are faced with the necessity of employing 
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new teachers. This will be particularly true when we 
do not have to try to persuade a teacher to accept re- 
sponsibility for a grammar school of three grades with 
a total enrollment of forty or more pupils. Moreover, 
our high school will be of sufficient enrollment so that 
teaching in it will be more attractive because of the 
prestige in making professional advancement to the 
next position. 


A fourth consideration is that pupils from the 
beginning of Grade 7 will become more truly high 
school conscious. The transition from elementary pro- 
cedure to high school conditions will be more gradual 
and easier than would be true if pupils remained in 
the elementary division until the end of Grade 8. 
Under the present plan there will be no graduation 
from Grade 8, consequently there will be no suggestion 
that the completion of 8th grade should mark the end 
of public school training. 


Added advantage in securing teachers was re- 
ferred to in a previous paragraph and suggests a dis- 
cussion of the immediate teacher situation. While it 
is true that the cessation of hostilities and reduced 
activity in war-related industries will permit many 
teachers to return to school work, it is also true that 
a scarcity of teachers will exist for a long time. En- 
rollments in teacher training institutions are now 
significantly small, and even those who began their 
training this year will not be available as teachers until 
the Fall of 1949. In the meantime, age and physical 
disability will compel the retirement of many teachers 
now in service. We must not forget that teachers now 
regularly employed were formerly available as substi- 
tutes or for emergency calls. It seems reasonable to 
suppose that these conditions point to continued com- 
petitive bidding for the services of those whom we are 
compelled by law to employ. 


Among the statistics in this report will be found 
a statement of comparative enrollments in Woodstock 
Schools for the years immediately preceding the pres- 
ent. It will be noted that total school membership has 
shown a decline. The reasons for this may be stated 
as, (1) attractive employment offers, (2) induction 
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into the Armed Forces, and (3) the removal of families 
to areas of labor shortage. The next few years will 
very likely show a reversal of the trend just discussed. 
When the time comes that employment slackens, many 
families will undoubtedly make their homes in smaller 
communities. 


It has been my observation that the people of 
Woodstock are deeply interested in their schools and 
have always been willing to make adequate financial 
provisions for their operation. 


Perhaps a discussion at this point may suggest 
ways in which parental helpfulness may be increased. 
At the outset, parents may be assured that their chil- 
dren are being given adequate materials of instruction 
and that they are getting good school training. I see 
no reasons why parents should be inclined to make un- 
favorable comparisons with other school systems. 
Teachers are human and, as such, their judgment may 
at times be faulty; however, it does not necessarily 
follow that teachers are always wrong, either in their 
intentions or their performance. It is very easy for 
pupils to report school happenings and to give the 
wrong interpretation, even though they think they 
are being fully truthful. No teacher will be unwise 
enough to jeopardize her professional career by show- 
ing deliberate partiality or failing to help every child 
to succeed in his work. Parents having two or more 
children will readily agree that in disposition and man- 
ner they are quite different. If this is true among 
members of one family, it certainly is true in any 
school made up of members of several families. The 
teacher has one disposition, one temperament and one 
manner to which the children must adjust themselves, 
but the same teacher must deal with as many different 
dispositions, temperaments and manners as she has 
children in the school. 


Whenever misunderstanding’ arise, the most sat- 
isfactory solution is to be found in a personal interview 
between parents and teacher. If each party frankly 
and justly discusses the point at issue there is no rea- 
son why a harmonious adjustment cannot be made. 
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The wisest course is for the discussion to take place 
without the knowledge of the pupil and certainly with- 
out the presence of the pupil. 


People may wonder why so much importance is 
attached to school attendance. Regular and punctual 
attendance is an absolute necessity if each child is to 
get from his school all that his parents are paying for 
and have aright to expect him to get. We do not ex- 
pect children to ttend school when they are unable to 
do so, but we do suggest that going to school is. the 
most important job they have to do. Habits of absence 
and tardiness established in school will carry over into 
adult life to the injury of the individual. The form- 
ation of right habits and proper attitudes is one of 
the most important duties we owe to our children. 


At the time of his visit to the high school last 
spring, the High School Agent made some recommend- 
ations for desirable improvements in both our building 
and our equipment. His suggestion that a new set of 
encyclopedias should be provided has been acted upon. 
Further additions to and changes in certain textbook 
equipment will like-wise be made. It was pointed out 
that much improvement in the lighting system would 
be advisable. This can be taken care of In due time. 


The high school program of work for the current 
school year will be presented in the report of the Head- 
master. By way of explanation it should be said that 
the program was decided upon after carefully consider- 
ing local employment opportunities and the general 
training of both those pupils who will continue their 
education in post-secondary institutions and those who 
will enter employment directly from high school. 
Within the limits to which all small high schools are 
subject, our pupils are receiving thorough and satis- 
factory training. 


Your attention to the Headmaster’s report and to 
the report of the school nurse is requested. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation 
for school board co-operation and their deep interest 
in everything pertaining to the welfare of our schools. 
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My appreciation is like-wise extended to all parents 
who have availed themselves of an opportunity to dis- 
cuss school affairs with me. At any time, your Super- 
intendent will be happy to serve you and your children 
in any way that may contribute to the common good.
